The burden of esta blishing suita ble working 
conditions na tura lly lies with la bor. 
Ca pita l 
• origina lly ha s the upper ha nd beca use it is the 
employ er instea d of the employ ee, a nd it crea tes 
the working conditions which a re ma inta ined 
until cha nged by a rbitra tion or more forceful 
mea ns. It is only na tura l then, tha t la bor turns 
to strikes to a ccomplish its ends whether they 
ma y be justifia ble or not. But strikes a ttended by 
v iolence to fellow huma ns, property destruction 
a nd genera l rioting a re quite a nother thing. 
The strikes a t Toledo a nd Minnea polis a re the 
la test ex a mples of the disgra ceful procedure of 
the rioting 
element connected with strikes. 
Thousa nds of dolla rs worth of property wa s de­ 
stroy ed, ma ny were injured a nd sev era l killed. 
Soldiers ha d to be ca lled to quell the rioting. 
There is little question but tha t the v iolent 
mobs in these two cities represent the minority 
of the group of orga nized la bor but public opin­ 
ion is molded by the a ctiv ities tha t receiv e the 
grea test publicity a nd show up in ba d light. It 
is prone to judge the entire group by the wrong­ 
doings of the minority , a nd a t present, holds 
little sy mpa thy towa rd the striking element in 
either of the two cities or elsewhere tha t strikes 
a ccompa nied with v iolence ha v e occurred. 
No thing can be gained by su ch u nw arranted 
actio ns o n the p art o f the strikers. The fact is 
tha t they lose by it, fo r they lo se the resp ect 
and sy m p athy o f the entire co u ntry which is re­ 
flected o n the cau se no m atter ho w ju st it may 
be. 
The m ajo rity of citizens ho ld little brief at 
p resent fo r strikers u nd er the best of su rro u nd ­ 
ing co nd itio ns fo r mo st o f the strikes being called 
thro u gho u t the co u ntry are no t fo r the p u rp o se 
o f gaining mo re p ay and better co nd itio ns bu t 
hav e fo r their o bjectiv e the reco gnitio n o f labo r 
u nio ns. The p u blic is p ro ne to believ e tha t a 
m an that has a jo b u nd er fair o r good co nd itio ns, 


is lucky a nd should show his a pprecia tion in­ 
stea d of a tta cking the persons tha t a re helping 
him. 
There a re hundreds of thousa nds who 
would be only too gla d to ex cha nge pla ces with 
the men who ha v e stea dy work a nd stea dy in­ 
come. 


PREJ UDICES CHANGE GREATLY 
In 1797 a m an was arrested fo r wearing o ne o f 
the first silk hats in Lo nd o n. He was charged 
with wearing a tall stru ctu re hav ing a shiny lu s­ 
tre ap t to frighten timid p eo p le. The m agistrate 
co nsid ered this so menacing tha t he bo u nd o v er 
the “d u d e” in the su m o f $2,5 00 no t to wear his 
silk hat again. 
This seems mo st amu sing and imp ro bable, bu t 
the Lo nd o n Daily Mail d u g the sto ry fro m a n­ 
cient reco rd s o f the co u rts and p rinted it recent­ 
ly . 
Ev en within o u r o wn generatio n the d riv er o f 
the first au to mo bile in America was arrested as 
he p ilo ted his “ho rseless bu ggy ” d o wn the streets 
in Chicago . 
In the Pu ritan d ay s, men were 
jailed when they were cau ght kissing their wiv es 
o n Su nd ay . 
A hu nd red y ears fro m no w, m any o f the bit­ 
ter p reju d ices and bo nes o f co ntentio n o f to d ay 
will seem as rid icu lo u s as the silk hat ep iso d e 
o f 1797, and o f the first au to mo bile, seems to u s 
to d ay . Ju st w hat they will be, no o ne is fo re­ 
sighted eno u gh to p red ict fo r co nd itio ns change 
v ery rap id ly . The p ro blems o f to d ay d isap p ear 
as if by magic when science and inv entio n rev ­ 
o lu tio nize o u r mo d es o f life o v ernight. 


The d ro u ght seems to hav e little effect o n re­ 
d u cing the cro p o f su mm er bu gs. 


Besid es the marv elo u s feat o f Mr. Dillinger o f 
being in m any d ifferent sectio ns o f the United 
States in o ne d ay , we no w hav e him in the u n­ 
p reced ented ro le o f being d ead and aliv e at the 
same time.
